Commissioner Metz expressed concern that Mr. Moran needs 

an interpreter and questioned who would be responsible for record keeping and safety compliance as 

records must be kept in English.  She also expressed concern that the Applicant disregarded the 

Compliance Order.  A discussion ensued with regard to maintenance of records and compliance.  

Record was made for Staff directive of unannounced operational inspection within 6 months and 

with one additional in the next 2 years.  Authority declines 3-0 to Order that the Application be 

vacated.

PETITIONS FOR RECONSIDERATION 

 

62. Docket 13-10014 Petition for Reconsideration of the Authority’s September 16, 2013 Order in 

the matter of Citation 16296, issued to Gregory Miller/Lake Tahoe Taxi for violations of NRS 

706.386 and NRS 706.758.  Respondent requests that the final Order be set aside and a new 

hearing set. This Petition was considered at the Authority’s November 2013 general session.  

Chairman MacKay summarized the request and indicated neither Mr. Miller nor his legal 

counsel was present.  The Petition was denied by a vote of 3-0.  Subsequent to the general 

session, the Authority Staff discovered an error in the mailing address used in noticing the 

Petitioner.  Accordingly, Staff recommends that the Authority again consider the merits of the 

Petition, with proper notice to the Petitioner. (AJM)  

Kevin Karp, Esquire appeared on behalf of Gregory Miller/Lake Tahoe Taxi and summarized his 

Petition.  Chairman MacKay summarized the procedural history.  Chairman MacKay indicated he was 

not inclined to reduce the fine amounts or reconsider the matter.  Commissioners Metz and Assad 

agreed.  Petition denied 3-0. 

 

63. Docket 14-01014 Petition for Reconsideration of the Authority’s November 21, 2013 Order in 

the matter of the impoundment (I-2149) pursuant to NRS 706.476 of a vehicle registered to 

Tahoe Elite Private Car Services Inc. and Citation 16431 issued to Pamela Cheung/Tahoe Elite 

for violations of NRS 706.386 and NRS 706.758.

Chairman MacKay indicated he was not inclined to reduce the fine amounts or reconsider the matter.  

Petition denied 3-0.  

 

65. Docket 14-01016 Petition for Reconsideration of the Authority’s November 21, 2013 Order in 

the matter of Citation 16491, issued to North Lake Tahoe Express for violations of NRS 

706.386 and NRS 706.758.  Authority Staff and Petitioner jointly request that the final Order be 

set aside and a new hearing set, based upon a potential deficiency in noticing of the citation and 

November general session.  Staff recommends that the Authority grant the Petition and reset 

the matter for hearing, with proper notice to the Respondent/Petitioner.

Financial Analyst Lidia Aronova summarized the Application, indicated the PLTI date is January 28, 

2014, and indicated Staff support with the exception of the promotional discounts.  Tito Rodriguez 

was present on behalf of the Applicant.  A lengthy discussion ensued with regard to the 

implementation of promotional discounts and federal preemption of state laws regulating certain 

types of property carriers.  Tariff modification approved 3-0 with the exception of promotional 

discount page and conditioned on no PLTI’s being filed by the deadline and granted.

Commissioner Metz requested 

the economy-compact rate of $32.00 to be referred back to Staff for further review and that said rate 

be modified and approved at $35.00 in the interim.  Approved 3-0 as modified.

APPLICATIONS FOR FULLY REGULATED CARRIERS 

 

74. Docket 12-12022 –A The Application of AWG Ambassador, LLC d/b/a Ambassador 

Limousine for an expansion of the operating authority granted under CPCN 1041, Sub 4.  

Staff investigation concluded. (AJM)  

Items 74 and 76 were considered collectively.  Alan Waxler and Paul Servello, appeared on behalf of 

the Applicant.  Chairman MacKay summarized the procedural history of both dockets.  Applications 

Manager Liz Babcock indicated additional compliance items.  A lengthy discussion regarding fleet 

limitations ensued among the Commissioners, the Applicant, Kimberly Maxson-Rushton, Esq. on 

behalf of SuperShuttle, and Jim Jimmerson, Esq. on behalf of Jacob Transportation.  Commissioner 

Metz suggested temporary limitations be as follows:  CPCN 1041 Sub 4 – use the authority outlined 

in CPCN 1089 – fleet restriction of 39 vehicles for special service and airport transfer.  Item 76 – 

CPCN 2030 – use authority outlined in CPCN 2055 – fleet restriction of 16 for special service and 

airport transfer.  Motion for approval to reflect Commissioner Metz’s modifications approved as 

modified 3-0.  Matter remanded to Staff for analysis of market and recommendation for permanent 

fleet restrictions.    

 

75. Docket 13-06025 The Application of Integrity Taxi, LLC for a CPCN to provide passenger 

transportation by taxicab within Nye County, Nevada on the one hand and points and places in 

the State of Nevada on the other and to provide special service/per capita transportation 

between Nye County, Nevada and Clark County, Nevada. The Presiding Officer will 

recommend that the matter be reopened and reconsidered for purposes of clarifying and 

potentially amending the authority granted and restrictions thereon.  (MBM)  

Jim Jimmerson, Esq. appeared on behalf of the Applicant. Commissioner Metz summarized the 

procedural history, clarified the special services authority type, and recommended a fleet limitation on 

vehicles used for special service.  Mr. Jimmerson requested a higher number of vehicles.  Amendment 

to Certificate approved 3-0. 

 

76. Docket 13-07002 The Application of AWG Ambassador, LLC d/b/a. AWG Charter Services 

for an expansion of the operating authority granted under CPCN 2030, Sub 1.  Staff 

investigation concluded. (AJM)

summarized the Application and the outstanding compliance items.  Also appearing was Greg 

Gilbert, Outside General Counsel for the Regional Transportation Commission of Southern Nevada.  

A general discussion ensued.  Approved 3-0. 

 

78. Docket 14-01012 The Request for a temporary discontinuance from January 10, 2014 

through July 10, 2014 of services provided by Luxe Limo Services, LLC under Contract 

Carrier Permit MV 6137.  Staff investigation concluded.  

Chairman MacKay summarized the Request and reasoning for the discontinuance.  Approved 3-0. 

 



ORDERS TO SHOW CAUSE 

 

79. Docket 13-03008 The Order to Show Cause issued to Cheep Cheep Movers, Inc. d/b/a Cheep 

Cheep Movers as to why CPCN 3245 should not be revoked. (MBM)  

Commissioner Metz briefly summarized and indicated the docket has a very lengthy history.  Chairman 

MacKay and Commissioner Assad stated they had read the recommendations contained in the draft 

Order.  Hearing Officer recommendations approved 3-0—CPCN revoked. 

 

80. Docket 13-11001 The Order to Show Cause issued to Roadrunner, Inc. dba Raine Family 

Towing as to why CPCN 7300 should not be revoked. (AJM)  

Chairman MacKay briefly summarized and indicated his recommendation for suspension, no 

revocation, with fines to be assessed.  Commissioner Metz suggested a specific date and time for the 

suspension.  Chairman MacKay indicated the suspension date to be from 12:01 a.m. February 10, 

2014 thru 11:59 p.m. February 16, 2014.  Approved 3-0 as modified. 

 

81. Docket 13-11014 The Order to Show Cause issued to Mollerup Van and Storage as to why 

CPCN 3084 should not be revoked. (AJM)  

Chairman MacKay summarized and indicated no revocation necessary, with fines to be assessed.  

Commissioner Metz requested an update of company information be entered into the Authority 

database.  Approved 3-0. 

 

DISCUSSION ITEMS 

 

82. Docket 13-08031 The Authority will discuss adding property-specific “convenience fee,” 

“access fee” or “loading fee” to tariffs as a pass-through fee akin to McCarran Airport AVI 

fees. Such fees are assessed by certain resort properties and/or their door staff—often at a rate 

of $1.00 per passenger—for loading passengers. Currently, carriers are prohibited by NAC 

706.311(1)(a) from collecting such fee from the passenger and passing the fee on to the 

charging resort entity.  Item tabled from December 19, 2013 General Session. (AJM)  

Chairman MacKay summarized the procedural history of the discussion item.  Jim Jimmerson, Esq. 

discussed the steps taken to eliminate the exchange of fees.  John Marushok, Frias Transportation, 

indicated his agreement with Mr. Jimmerson.  Terry Flink, Las Vegas Limousines, echoed the 

comments of both.  No further action necessary as collection by a carrier of any amount over tariff 

rates is currently covered and prohibited under NAC 706.311.
